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Introducción 


ls Orinoquia colombiana tiene una extensión de 
350000 km? que representan aproximadamente la tercera 
parte del territorio nacional. Administrativamente comprende 
los departamentos de Arauca, Casanare, Guainía, Meta, 
Guaviare y Vichada. Fisiográficamente la provincia Orinoquia 
-Amazonia se subdivide en cuatro unidades geográficas: a) 
Piedemonte tectonizado del Arauca, Casanare y Meta; b) 
piedemonte depositacional del Meta y Casanare; c) 
planicies bajas de la Orinoquia inundable (Casanare, 
Arauca); d) planicies altas de la Orinoquia no inundable 
(Meta y Vichada) (IGAC 1999). Todas estas unidades 
proporcionan una gran diversidad de paisajes y hábitat que 
junto a la estacionalidad climática han contribuido a la 
diversificación de la ictiofauna en ésta región. Las 
principales subcuencas colombianas de la cuenca del 
Orinoco son los ríos Arauca, Meta, Tomo, Tuparro, Vichada 
y Guaviare (IGAC 1999). El río Tomo nace cerca de la laguna 
de Carimagua en el departamento del Meta, luego atraviesa 
el departamento del Vichada, donde finalmente vierte sus 
aguas directamente al río Orinoco. Tiene una longitud 
aproximada de 606 km y sus principales afluentes son el río 
Tuparro, Tuparrito y el caño Tuparro (IGAC 1999). 


Las primeras colectas ictiológicas en el río Tomo se realizaron 
entre 1972 y 1973 por el profesor Plutarco Cala del 
departamento de biología de la Universidad Nacional de 
Colombia. Sus resultados fueron publicados parcialmente 
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(Cala 1977, 199la, 1991b) y el material colectado fue 
depositado en la Sección de Ictiología del Instituto de 
Ciencias Naturales de la Universidad Nacional de Colombia 
(ICN). En 1976 el INDERENA realizó muestreos en el área 
del PNN Tuparro, material que está depositado en la 
colección de peces del IAvH. Posteriormente, Lugo del 
departamento de biología de la Universidad Nacional de 
Colombia muestreó el Tomo entre Junio de 1987 y Febrero 
1989, en el marco del estudio «Determinación de hábitos 
alimenticios, madurez sexual y desove en tres especies icticas 
del río Tomo (Vichada)». El material colectado de éste 
proyecto está depositado en la colección de peces del 
INCIVA, en Cali. El ültimo muestreo de peces del río Tomo 
fue desarrollado por el Programa de Inventarios de 
Biodiversidad del IAvH en 2004 en el marco del proyecto 
«Biodiversidad y Desarrollo en Ecoregiones Estratégicas 
de Colombia: Orinoquia». 


Para las especies aquí referenciadas se tuvo como punto de 
partida los listados previos de la cuenca del Tomo, que en 
total sefialan 73 especies (Mojica 1999, Lasso et al. 2004, 
Maldonado-Ocampo 2004, Bogotá-Gregory y Maldonado- 
Ocampo 2005). Dichas listas fueron revisadas, corregidas, 
ampliadas y actualizadas. No obstante, es oportuno 
mencionar que la mayor parte de las especies añadidas al 
presente listado, provienen de las colectas realizadas en la 
parte baja del río Tomo por el IAvH.

Para la elaboración del listado se siguió la clasificación 
taxonómica de Reis ef al. (2003), donde las familias se 
encuentran en orden sistemático y los géneros y especies de 
cada familia y subfamilia están listados alfabéticamente. La 
validez de todos los géneros y especies citadas se corroboró 
a través de cuatro fuentes principales: 1) Reis ef al. (2003); ii 
Frose & Pauly (2006, ww.fishbase.org); iii) consulta con 
especialistas que están desarrollando trabajos sobre taxonomía 
y sistemática de grupos particulares, ya que el estatus 
taxonómico de algunas de las especies registradas no 
concuerda con lo citado en Reis ef al. (2003); iv) publicaciones 
recientes de nuevas especies no incluidas en Reis ef al. (2003), 
ver Bogotá-Gregory y Maldonado-Ocampo ef al. en este 
nümero (Peces de la zona hidrogeográfica de la Amazonia). 
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Introduction 


Ti Colombian portion of the Orinoco Basin 
comprises 350,000 km? representing approximately one 
third of the nation s territory. This includes the states of 
Arauca, Casanare, Guainía, Meta, Guaviare and Vichada. 
In its physiography the Orinoco-Amazon Basins can be 
subdivided into four geographical units: a) Tectonic 
piedmont of the Arauca, Casanare and Meta Rivers; b) 
Depositional piedmont of the Meta and Casanare; c) 
lowland plains of the Orinoco floodplain (Casanare, 
Arauca); d) high plains of the Orinoco that do not 
extensively flood (Meta and Vichada) (IGAC 1999). All of 
these units contribute to the great landscape and habitat 
diversity that together with a seasonal climate have 
contributed to the diversification of the fish fauna of this 
region. The major Colombia sub-basins of the Orinoco 
are the Arauca, Meta, Tomo, Tuparro, Vichada and 
Guaviare rivers (IGAC 1999). The Tomo River originates 
near the Carimagua Lagoon of Meta state, later crosses 
the state of Vichada, and then dumps its waters directly 
into the Orinoco. It has an approximate length of 606 km 
and its principal tributaries are the Tuparro, Tuparrito 
and Tuparro Creek (IGAC 1999). 
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The first fish collections of the Tomo River were made in 
1972 and 1973 by professor Plutarco Cala of the biology 
department of the Colombian National University. His 
results were partially published (Cala 1977, 1991a, 
1991b) and the material collected was deposited in the 
Fish Collection of the National Science Institute of the 
Colombian National University (ICN). In 1976 
INDERENA sampled fishes from the Tuparro National 
Park, and deposited the specimens at IAvH. Later, Lugo of 
the department of biology of the Colombian National 
University, sampled the Tomo between June 1987 and 
February 1989 as part of a study of the «Food habits, 
sexual maturity and spawning of three fishes of the Tomo 
River (Vichada)». The material collected during that 
project was deposited in the fish collection of INCIVA in 
Cali. The latest samples of Tomo fishes were taken by the 
Biodiversity Inventory Program of IAvH in 2004 as part of 
the project «Biodiversity and Development in Strategic 
Colombian Eco-regions of Colombia: Orinoco.» 


For the species referenced here, we used previous lists 
available for the Tomo River, in which a total of 73 species 
were reported (Mojica 1999, Lasso et al. 2004, Maldonado- 
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Ocampo 2004, Bogotá-Gregory y Maldonado-Ocampo 
2005). These lists were revised, corrected, expanded and 
brought up to date. Nonetheless, it is worth mentioning 
that the majority of the species added to the present list 
were a result of the IAVH sampling in the lower Tomo River.

To elaborate the list, we followed the taxonomic 
classification of Reis et al. (2003), in which families are given 
in systematic order, but genera and species are listed in 
alphabetic order. The validity of the genera and species cited 
here was corroborated using four main sources: i) Reis et al. 
(2003); ii Frose & Pauly (2006, www.fishbase.org); iii) 
consultation with specialists in particular groups 
(especially if the identifications were at odds with Reis et 
al. (2003)); iv) recent publications not included in Reis et 
al. (2003), see Bogotá-Gregory y Maldonado-Ocampo in 
this number (Fishes of the Amazon region).

Listado Taxonómico / Taxonomic List 


Se registra un total de 282 especies para el río Tomo, agrupadas en diez órdenes y 37 familias. Los órdenes con mayor 
representación específica fueron: Characiformes (154 spp.), Siluriformes (66 spp.) y Perciformes (34 spp.). Los siete órdenes 
restantes presentaron de 14 a una sola especie (Tabla 1). La familia con la mayor riqueza fue Characidae (87 spp.) que 
representa el 17,7% del total de las especies. Le siguen Cichlidae (32 spp.), Loricariidae (21 spp.), Anostomidae y Pimelodidae 
(16 y 15 spp. respectivamente). Las restantes 32 familias tienen ocho o menos especies (Tabla 2). 


Elincremento en las especies registradas para el río Tomo es considerable, ya que se pasa de una cifra de 73 especies (Lasso 
et al. 2004) a 282 especies en el presente listado. El mismo incluye 20 nuevos registros para Colombia y ocho nuevos 
registros para la cuenca del Orinoco (ver listado: ** nuevo registro para Colombia; *** nuevo registro tanto para la cuenca 
del Orinoco como para Colombia). A pesar del incremento, es necesario enfatizar que éste es resultado de recientes colectas 
en la parte baja del río, en un transecto aproximado de 36 km de los 606 km. para todo el río. En la parte alta y media de la 
cuenca existen algunas colectas puntuales con pocos registros, por lo cual es posible que este listado se incremente 
significativamente en la medida que dichas áreas sean exploradas. Lo anterior, es la situación que se presenta en la mayoría 
de los ríos de la Orinoquia colombiana. 
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We record a total of 282 species for the Tomo river (see taxonomic list), grouped into ten orders and 37 families. The orders 
with most species were: Characiformes (154 spp.), Siluriformes (66 spp.) and Perciformes (34 spp.). The seven remaining 
orders contained from 14 to only one species (Box1). The family with highest species diversity was Characidae (87 spp.) 
which represents 17.7% of the total species listed. It is followed by Cichlidae (32 spp), Loricariidae (21 spp.), Anostomidae 
and Pimelodidae (16 and 15 spp each). The other 32 families had eight species or fewer (Box2). 


The increase in the number of species registered for the Tomo river is considerable, growing from 73 listed by Lasso et al. 
(2004) to 282 species included in the present list. The present list includes 20 new fish entries for Colombia, and eight 
new entries for the Orinoco Basin (see list: ** new entries for Colombia, *** new entries for both the Orinoco Basin and 
Colombia). Even with this increase, it should be emphasized that the results of recent collecting in the lower Tomo River 
are from a stretch of only 36 km of the 606 km total for the river. In the upper and middle sections of this river there have 
been a few collection efforts yielding just a few species each. So it is possible that the list would be significantly increased 
if those areas were further explored. This is the situation in the majority of the rivers in Colombia s Orinoco.
